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Women’s hockey semifinal set for Friday 


The Concordia Stingers women’s hockey team will host the Ottawa Gee-Gees in a one-game 
QSSF semifinal Friday at 7:30 p.m. at the Ed Meagher Arena, 7200 Sherbrooke St. W. 

The winner of the game will advance to the QSSF finals, a best-of-three series versus the win- 
ner of the McGill Martlets-UQTR Patriotes semifinal. The championship round begins Sunday, Feb. 23. 

The Stingers finished the QSSF season in second place with a 14-6 win-loss record. The Gee- 
Gees took third spot in the five-team conference with a 9-11 record. The teams met four times in 
league play with the Stingers winning all four games and outscoring the Gee-Gees 23-5. 

Players to watch on the Stingers are centre Dominique Rancour, the leading scorer in the QSSF 
with 16 goals and 20 assists for 36 points in 20 games, and centre Marie-Claude Allard, a 2002 All- 
Canadian who collected 15 goals and 19 assists for 34 points. 

The Stingers are the seven-time QSSF defending champions. 


5 wrestlers qualify for CIS championships 


Five Concordia student-athletes are heading to St. Catharines, Ont., and Brock University 
where they will compete in the 2003 CIS Wrestling Championships Feb. 28 and March 1. 

The wrestlers qualified by finishing in one of the top two spots in their weight classes at the 
AUS/QSSF qualifying tournament hosted by University of New Brunswick in Fredericton last Saturday. 

On the women’s side, Martine Dugrenier, 70 kg., finished first in her division. She is the defend- 
ing CIS gold medallist. 

On the men’s side, Tony Ronci, 65 kg., and Tyler Marghetis, 76 kg., finished first in their weight 
classes. Elvin Dewarder, 57 kg., and Jason Chen, 72 kg., finished second in their divisions. Chen is a 
three time medallist at the nationals, having won a silver in 2000 and bronze medals in 1998 and 2001. 

The wrestling team is coached by Victor Zilberman, the long-time mentor and Concordia Sports 
Hall of Famer. Under his guidance, Concordia wrestlers have won more than 30 gold medals at the 
university national championships. 


Concordia Athletes of the Week 


Martine Dugrenier of the wrestling team and Ammar Badawieh of the men’s soccer team 
have been named Concordia Stinger athletes of the week for the period ending Feb. 16. 

Dugrenier, a 2002 All-Canadian, won her division (70 kg.) at the AUS/QSSF conference quali- 
fying tournament at UNB last Saturday. It will be her fourth trip to the CIS wrestling national champi- 
onship. The Laval, Que., native is a sports administration major. 

Badawieh, a native of Amman Jordan, collected four goals and two assists in a QSSF indoor 
soccer tournament in Sherbrooke last Saturday. The striker’s offensive prowess helped the Stingers 
post a perfect 3-0 record. Concordia maintains its undefeated status with a 5-0-1 record in the 
indoor season. Badawieh is a graduate student in the engineering faculty.
